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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to an elastic headband with an integrated audio system. Independent claims 1,11 and 
21 identify the uniquely distinct feature of an stretchable cloth headband with an inner cavity and 
a pair of sleeve members each adapted to selectively contain one audio speaker, each sleeve 
member being selectively secured in and adjustably positioned within the cavity by at least one 
attachment element to enable placement of said audio speakers opposite the ear openings of any 
individual wearing said device in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claims 1,11 
and 21. The closest prior art Shultz et al. (US 5625903) teaches a fabric headband comprising 
speaker repositionable by moving the speakers in one of several selected slotted pockets but fails 
to teach a sleeve member for location of the speakers; and Spates (US 4864619) teaches a 
flexible, breathable fabric headband containing an audio speaker system.
